This  month's  front  cover  shows,  as  did  the  February  issue,  a  coin  of  Philip  II  of  Spain 
(OG5  1 ).  This  time  we  illustrate  a  gold  doppia  of  another  part  of  his  empire  -  Milan. 

While  king  of  England,  in  1555,  Philip  became  the  most  powerful  prince  in  Europe  as  a 
result  of  the  abdication  of  his  father,  the  Holy  Roman  Emperor  Charles  V.  Under  his  sway 
were  not  only  Spain  but  also  the  two  Sicilies,  the  Milanese,  the  Low  Countries,  Franche 
Comte  (upper  Burgundy),  Mexico  and  Peru.  After  Mary's  death  in  1558,  he  failed  to  win  the 
hand  of  Elizabeth  and  instead  married  Isabella  of  France. 

A  revolt  in  the  Low  Countries  ended  in  1579  with  the  independence  of  the  Seven  United 
Provinces,  but  in  the  following  year  Philip  seized  a  chance  to  claim  the  vacant  throne  of 
Portugal. 

British  collectors  will  notice  that  the  coin  is  dated  1588  -  a  year  of  disaster  for  Philip,  his 
attempt  to  conquer  England  failing  miserably  with  the  defeat  of  the  Armada  in  the  English 
Channel  on  July  29. 
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SAXON  COIN  HOARD  FROM  MIDDLE  HARLING

A  hoard  of  eighth  century  coins  was  recently  declared  Treasure  Trove  at  an  inquest  in 
Thetford.  The  37  coins  were  pennies  of  Beonna  (1;  twice  actual  size),  an  obscure  East 
Anglian  king  who  reigned  some  time  after  the  middle  of  the  century.  They  were  found  by  Mr 
Tony  Frost  at  Middle  Harling,  a  now  almost  uninhabited  hamlet  in  the  Norfolk  Breckland. 

In  November  1980  Mr  Frost  found  eight  coins  with  a  metal  detector,  all  in  the  arable 
topsoil  over  an  area  measuring  c.  10  x  5  metres,  and,  most  importantly,  he  plotted  the  exact 
find-spot  of  each  coin  onto  a  large-scale  plan.  He  immediately  informed  the  archaeology 
department  at  Norwich  Castle  Museum,  and  the  coins  were  then  sent  to  the  Department  of 
Coins  and  Medals  at  the  British  Museum.  As  Mr  Frost  intended  to  continue  his  search,  it  was 
decided  that  a  small-scale  archaeological  excavation  would  enable  any  further  coins  to  be 
located  by  Mr  Frost  as  well  as  help  to  establish  their  archaeological  context.  This  work  was 
carried  out  in  February  and  March  1981  by  Mr  Frost  and  Andrew  Rogerson  of  the  Norfolk 
Archaeological  Unit.  A  further  29  coins  were  found  scattered  over  an  area  c.  7  x  3  metres  in 
the  ploughsoil  and  immediately  below,  but  there  was  a  sufficient  concentration  to  show  that 
they  had  been  disturbed  from  their  original  location  by  a  late  Saxon  (probably  eleventh 
century)  rubbish  pit  and  more  recently  by  plough  and  subsoiler.  No  coins  were  found  in  situ 
and  so  there  was  no  evidence  for  a  container. 

A  scatter  of  pottery  in  the  vicinity  of  the  hoard  indicated  that  the  site  was  within  or  very 
close  to  a  presumably  agricultural  settlement  of  eighth  century  and  later  date,  but  the  excava¬ 
tion  was  insufficiently  large  to  show  whether  or  not  the  coins  had  been  buried  within  a  build¬ 
ing. 

Thirty-six  coins  carry  three  different  moneyers'  names,  all  previously  known,  and  the 
exception,  with  an  interlace  reverse  (2),  is  also  a  recorded  type.  Marion  Archibald  of  the 
British  Museum  reported  to  the  inquest  that  five  coins  of  one  moneyer  were  struck  from  one 
reverse  die  while  four  different  reverses  were  used  with  one  obverse  by  another  moneyer.  All 
this  demonstrates  that  the  coins  must  have  been  struck  within  a  short  period.  The  hoard 
surely  represented  considerable  wealth  in  the  mid-late  eighth  century  and  further  study  of  the 
other  finds  from  the  site  will  give  an  idea  of  the  wealth  of  the  settlement  as  a  whole. 
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The  recovery  of  the  Harling  Hoard  has  been  described  by  Marion  Archibald  as  ‘an  event 
of  great  numismatic  interest  and  importance’,  although  in  purely  archaeological  terms  there  is 
still  a  very  great  deal  unknown  about  the  site.  There  is  no  doubt  that  co  operation  between 
metal  detector  users  and  archaeologists  can  be  of  great  service  to  our  understanding  of  the 
past,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  case  will  show  that  as  long  as  the  increase  of  knowledge  remains 
the  main  concern  of  both  parties  such  co-operation  can  do  nothing  but  good. 


THE  EVOLUTION  OF  THE  BASE  METAL  HALFPENNY  COINAGE 

OF  ENGLAND

The  Third  Period 

The  previous  discussion  has  shown  that  by  the  sixteenth  century  small  change  had  evolved 
from  a  situation  in  which  halfpennies  and  farthings  were  obtained  by  cutting  up  silver 
pennies,  to  one  in  which  they  were  provided  partly  from  the  official  issues,  and  partly  from 
the  use  of  base  foreign  coins.  The  next  step  forward  was  the  introduction  of  unofficial  base 
metal  tokens,  made  in  England,  specifically  for  use  as  small  change,  and  the  introduction  of 
these  pieces  represents  the  beginning  of  the  third  period.  Most  of  the  tokens  were  made  of 
lead  or  pewter  and  are  first  mentioned  in  Arasmus'  Adagia ,  printed  in  1500,  where  he  refers 
to  ‘ plumbeos  angliae'f 6  and  their  subsequent  history  has  been  traced  by  Caldecott  and 
Yates.'  These  pieces  were  issued  by  tradespeople,  at  least  in  localised  regions,  even  as  late  as 
1662,  and  served  as  substitutes  for  small  change,  quantities  of  which  were  not  readily  avail¬ 
able. 

During  this  third  period  Elizabeth  1  came  to  the  throne  and  was  faced  with  the  conse¬ 
quences  of  the  debasement  of  the  coinage  by  Henry  VIII.  This  had  led  to  a  financial 
catastrophe  and  Elizabeth's  major  achievement,  from  a  numismatic  standpoint,  was  her 
restoration  of  the  gold  and  silver  coinages  to  standard  fineness.  This  meant,  of  course,  that 
silver  and  gold  coins  once  again  contained  their  intrinsic  value  of  metals.  However,  over  the 
centuries,  the  value  of  silver  had  gradually  risen  and,  consequently,  the  size  of  the  coins  had 
been  gradually  reduced.  Thus,  by  Elizabeth's  reign,  the  penny  was  extremely  small,  the  half¬ 
penny  ridiculously  so,  although  it  continued  to  be  struck,  and  the  farthing  was  too  small  to 
strike.  To  all  intents  and  purposes  silver  halfpennies  and  farthings  had  become  impracticable 
to  make  or  use,  and  small  change  was  supplied  from  a  variety  of  sources,  e.g.  ‘tokens  of  lead, 
tin.  latten,  and  even  of  leather’.38  It  is  not  therefore  surprising  that  a  number  of  proposals 
were  made  to  remedy  the  situation.  The  proposal  that  was  eventually  accepted  was  to  issue 
silver  three-halfpenny  and  three  farthing  pieces,  enabling  goods  to  the  value  of  a  halfpenny  or 
farthing  to  be  purchased,  by  proferring  a  halfgroat  (two  pence)  or  a  penny  and  receiving  one 
of  the  new  coins  in  exchange. 

The  issue  of  these  two  pieces  represented  a  rather  futile  attempt  to  maintain  silver  as  the 
metal  of  small  change.  More  important,  from  the  point  of  view  of  a  base  metal  halfpenny 
coinage,  are  the  other  proposals  made  during  this  reign,  the  first  of  which  occurred  in  1574. 
when  Wick  1  i ffe  and  Humphrey  proposed  making  halfpennies  and  farthings  in  base  silver. 
This  was  rejected,  apparently  on  the  grounds  that  since  the  Queen  had  only  recently 
succeeded  in  restoring  the  quality  of  the  silver  coinage  she  intended  to  maintain  its  fineness  at 
all  costs.  That  she  was  adament  to  adhere  to  this  principle  is  evidenced  in  the  opening 
paragraph  of  a  proclamation  made  a  few  years  later,  concerning  copper  pledges: 

‘Whereas  in  the  beginning  of  our  reign,  to  the  greate  honour  and  profytt  of  us  and  all  our 
people,  we  did  restore  and  reduce  the  moneys  of  our  realme  from  drosse  and  base  matter 
unto  fyne  gould  and  fyne  silver,  which  by  God's  favor  we  entend  to  contynue  and 
mavntevn  'J0 
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From  this  event  can  be  seen  one  of  the  numismatic  consequences  of  the  debasement  of  the 
coinage  by  Henry  VIII.  namely,  the  rejection  of  debased  silver  as  the  medium  in  which  small 
change  would  be  coined. 

A  few  years  later  (c.  1576),  a  proposal  was  advanced  for  coining  halfpenny  and  farthing 
pledges  in  copper.41  This  time  the  proposal  was  not  rejected  out  of  hand,  but  rather,  a 
proclamation  (mentioned  above)  was  drawn  up  making  these  pieces  current,  although  it  was 
never  issued.  The  reason  for  failing  to  issue  these  pieces  so  late  in  the  proceedings  is  very 
succinctly  summarised  by  Snelling:41 

Tn  this  coinage  a  lb.  wt.  avoirdupois  of  copper  worth  at  that  time  about  eightpence  would 
have  been  coined  into  twelve  shillings  and  two  pence,  whereby  there  would  have  been  too 
great  a  temptation  for  the  counterfeiter,  to  let  slip  such  a  favourable  opportunity.’ 

Nevertheless,  as  Peck  points  out,42  this  proclamation  was  an  extremely  important  step  in  the 
direction  of  copper  coinage  since  it  was  the  first  official  admission  that  coins  in  a  base  metal 
might  be  used  in  the  English  coinage. 

Neither  the  Wickliffe  and  Humphrey,  nor  the  latter  proposals,  were  put  into  effect,  but 
three  pattern  pieces  of  this  reign  exist,43  none  of  which  is  in  copper,  but  two  probably  relate  to 
these  proposals.  The  first  of  these  pieces  is  made  of  base  silver  and  Peck43  has  very  convinc¬ 
ingly  argued  that  this  is  in  fact  a  pattern  for  the  coinage  proposed  by  Wickliffe  and  Hump¬ 
hrey  in  1574.  He  has  calculated  from  Snelling’s  incorrect  figures  that  this  coin  would  contain 
3.8  grains  of  silver  plus  6. 1  grains  of  a  base  metal. 

The  obverse  bea;s  the  bust  of  the  Queen  surrounded  by  a  beaded  border,  which  is,  in  turn, 
surrounded  by  the  legend  ELIZAB  D  G  ANG  FRA  ET  HIB  REG.  The  reverse  bears  a 
shield  containing  the  royal  arms,  crowned,  and  all  within  a  beaded  circle.  This  is  surrounded 
by  the  legend  A  HALF  :  PENY  :  PECE  :. 

The  second  piece  is  a  pattern  for  a  halfpenny  piece,  presumably  for  the  proposed  token 
coinage  of  c.  1576.  The  obverse  bears  the  royal  monogram,  crowned,  and  surrounded  by  the 
legend  THE  •  PLEDGE  •  OF.  The  reverse  has  a  double  rose,  crowned,  and  the  legend  reads  • 
A  •  HALFPENNY  •  .  The  metal  used  in  this  second  piece  was  silver,  as  it  was  in  the  third 
pattern  described  by  Peck.43  This  third  piece  has  no  legend  on  either  the  obverse  or  reverse. 
On  the  obverse  is  the  royal  monogram,  crowned,  below  and  on  either  side  of  which  are 
flowers  between  two  pellets;  there  is  a  small  cross  on  each  side  of  the  crown.  The  reverse 
bears  a  portcullis  with  chains,  above  which  is  the  date,  1601.  As  Snelling41  does  not  fail  to 
point  out.  this  pattern,  combined  with  a  penny  pledge  dated  1601,  is  good  evidence  for  the 
existence  of  a  third  proposal  regarding  the  coinage  of  halfpennies  during  this  reign.  Indeed, 
Snelling  states: 

‘There  had  been  several  proposals  and  schemes  made,  for  coining  farthing  tokens  upon  the 
coming  of  King  James  to  the  crown,  nay  even  three  years  before  the  death  of  Queen 
Elizabeth,  she  was  again  pressed  upon  this  head,  but  to  no  purpose,  as  she  decided  she 
never  would  consent  to  a  currency  of  copper  money.' 

This  statement  may  conceivably  refer  to  the  1601  patterns,  or  possibly  to  another  proposal 
about  which  nothing  is  presently  known. 

Two  other  occurrences  during  this  third  period  are  worthy  of  mention,  since  they  relate  to 
the  slow  onset  of  a  copper  currency.  First,  mention  must  be  made  of  the  Bristol  farthing,  since 
it  was  probably  the  first  official  base  metal  piece,  albeit  a  token,  to  circulate  in  this  country 
since  Anglo-Saxon  times.  The  exact  date  on  which  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  Bristol  were 
authorised  to  strike  a  copper  town  farthing  is  not  known,  but  may  have  been  January  1577.44 
This  date  is  near  to  that  of  the  second  proposal  mentioned  above,  and  it  is  possible  that  the 
issue  of  the  Bristol  farthing  was  a  trial  for  a  potential  national  coinage  of  like  ilk.  The  token 
was  for  use  up  to  ten  miles  around  Bristol,  but  its  issue  did  not  prevent  the  use  of  private 
unofficial  tokens,  since,  on  12  May  1594,  the  lords  of  the  Privy  Council  ordered  the  Mayor  to 
suppress  this  latter  practice,  and  this  must  surely  have  endorsed  the  view  that  a  copper  token 
issue  would  not  solve  the  problem  of  the  shortage  of  small  change. 
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Secondly,  although  Elizabeth  did  not  authorise  the  issue  of  a  copper  coinage  for  circulation 
in  England,  copper  halfpennies  were  issued  in  Ireland  in  1601  and  1602. 45 

The  Choice  of  Metal 

In  about  1576.  therefore,  Elizabeth  was  on  the  point  of  issuing  a  base  metal  token  coinage  in 
England.  Copper  was  the  medium  chosen  for  this  proposed  coinage  and  was  selected  for  a 
number  of  reasons.  The  first  of  these  concerns  the  history  of  the  British  copper  mining 
industry  which  goes  back  to  the  period  of  the  Roman  occupation  when  copper  mines  are 
known  to  have  been  in  existence  in  Britain  (e.g.  at  Llandudno,  Llanymynech,  and 
Machynlleth).  However,  by  the  time  of  the  Plantagenets,  copper  was  being  imported  from  the 
continent,  and  indigenous  sources  seem  to  have  been  almost  non-existent.  This  dependence 
on  foreign  supply  led,  several  centuries  later,  to  the  re-establishment  of  copper  mining  in 
Britain,  primarily  because  the  metal  was  required  for  the  enlargement  of  the  navy  during  the 
reign  of  Henry  VIII.  Elizabeth,  no  less  than  her  immediate  predecessors,  was  keen  to  promote 
this  industry  and  several  companies  were  Boated  during  her  reign,  and  given  monopolistic 
rights  which  enabled  them  to  become  well  established  by  the  beginning  of  the  seventeenth 
century.  This  pursuit  was  actively  encouraged  by  Lord  Cecil: 

‘About  the  third  year  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  156  1,  she  by  the  advice  of  her  Council  sent  over 
for  some  Germans  experienced  in  mines,  and  being  supplied,  she,  on  the  10th  October,  in 
the  sixth  of  her  reign  granted  the  mines  of  eight  counties  to  .  .  .  Houghsetter.'46 

Thus  by  c.  15  76,  when  the  issue  of  a  copper  coinage  was  first  contemplated,  Elizabeth  had 
spent  more  than  ten  years  actively  promoting  the  production  of  copper  and  it  is  therefore 
hardly  surprising  that  she  chose  this  metal  as  the  third  medium  of  the  English  coinage. 

Secondly,  the  contemporary  use  of  copper  by  foreign  countries  would,  at  the  very  least, 
have  provided  a  precedent  for  the  use  of  this  metal  in  the  English  coinage.  As  far  as  this 
foreign  use  was  concerned,  Venice  and  Naples  had  introduced  copper  coins  in  1472,  and 
were  soon  followed  by  the  rest  of  Italy  and  by  the  Low  Countries  in  1543  and  France  in 
1 572. 47 

Thirdly,  consideration  must  be  given  to  the  suitability  of  other  metals  available  at  that  time. 
Debased  silver  was  rejected  at  the  outset,  as  has  already  been  stated,  and  it  would  seem  that 
alloys  of  any  metals,  including  copper,  were  unpopular,  although  a  pewter  pattern  for  a  penny 
pledge  (dated  1601.  mentioned  above)  was  produced  during  Elizabeth's  reign. 

There  were  three  unalloyed  metals,  apart  from  copper,  that  could  have  been  used  for 
making  the  proposed  tokens.  These  were  tin,  iron  and  lead.  Coins  intrinsically  worth  their 
value  in  any  of  these  metals  would  have  to  have  been  inconveniently  large,  since  they  were  all 
relatively  cheap.  However,  at  the  time  the  idea  that  these  base  metal  coins  should  contain 
their  intrinsic  values  does  not  seem  to  have  been  of  prime  importance  since  the  proposal  most 
nearly  adopted  was  for  halfpenny  and  farthing  ‘pledges’,  i.e.  a  token  coinage  similar  to  that 
already  operating  in  an  unofficial  manner.  No,  the  more  likely  reasons  for  the  rejection  of 
these  metals,  assuming  that  they  were  even  considered,  are  that  iron  was  too  hard  for  striking 
and  very  quickly  corroded,  whilst  tin  and  lead  were  too  soft  and  could  be  easily  counterfeited 
with  simple  equipment.  On  top  of  this,  tin.  and  particularly  lead,  had  gained  the  reputation  of 
being  the  metals  of  tradesmen's  tokens. 

The  last  factor  which  must  be  considered  is  that  English  monarchs  were  reluctant  to  have 
themselves  associated  with  base  metal  coins,  considering  that  only  precious  metals  were  good 
enough.  This  subjective  view  must  surely  have  played  at  least  a  small  part  in  selecting  a  third 
metal  for  the  coinage.  Copper  was  subjectively  considered  to  be  better  than  tin.  iron,  and 
lead,  this  idea  originating  in  ancient  times,  and  revolving  around  a  folklore  which  had  grown 
up  about  the  family  of  metals.48  This  family  consisted  of  gold,  silver,  mercury,  copper,  tin, 
iron,  and  lead.  Each  of  these  metals  was  related  by  the  ancients  to  a  wandering  star.  Gold  to 
the  sun,  silver  to  the  moon,  and  mercury  to  the  planet  Mercury.  These  three  were  the  precious 
metals.  Copper  was  Venus,  daughter  of  the  household:  iron  was  Mars,  the  young  warrior;  tin 
was  Jupiter,  the  housekeeper;  and  lead  was  Saturn,  the  odd-job  man.  These  four  were  the 
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working  metals.  Copper  and  iron,  the  son  and  daughter  of  the  house,  were  more  important 
than  tin  and  lead,  the  servants.  This  gradually  developed  over  the  centuries,  and  formed  the 
basis  of  the  subjective  view  that  copper  was  better  than  tin,  iron,  and  lead. 

The  Fourth  Period 

The  third  period  saw  the  introduction  of  unofficial  lead  and  pewter  tokens,  followed  by  the 
contemplation,  but  not  the  implementation,  of  the  issue  of  an  official  token  coinage.  The 
natural  progression  from  this  situation,  namely  the  introduction  of  such  a  token  coinage, 
occurred  during  the  fourth  period,  early  in  the  seventeenth  century. 

James  I,  like  Elizabeth,  was  reluctant  to  issue  a  base  metal  coinage  in  England,  despite  the 
fact  that  copper  pennies  bearing  his  portrait  had  been  issued  in  Scotland  in  1597.  In  1607  a 
proposal  was  received  for  coining  copper  farthings,  and  another  in  1608  proposed  making 
copper  halfpennies,  farthings,  and  half-farthings,  weighing,  respectively,  24,  12,  and  6  grains. 
By  then  the  new  King  was  considering  the  profit  to  be  made  from  such  a  token  issue  and  Sir 
Richard  Martin  was  asked  to  estimate  the  approximate  profit.  For  the  proposal  of  1608,  i.e. 
halfpenny  of  24  grs  and  farthings  of  12  grs,  he  estimated  that  100,000  lbs  weight  of  copper 
coined  into  these  tokens  would  yield  a  profit  of  £35,863  6s.  8d.  (£35,863.33),  whilst  a 
proposal  of  1609  to  coin  halfpennies  at  12  grs  and  farthings  at  6  grs  would  mean  a  profit  of 
£102,000  on  120,000  lbs  of  copper.49 

Two  more  proposals  were  received  in  1612,  but  it  was  not  until  1613  that  the  King  finally 
acceded  to  reality,  and  patents  were  granted  to  private  persons  for  the  issuing  of  the  so-called 
royal  farthing  tokens.  These  continued  to  be  struck  during  the  reign  of  Charles  I,  evolving 
into  the  rose  farthing  tokens,  and  represent  the  first  official  attempts  to  rectify  the  shortage  of 
small  change  using  a  base  metal  coinage.  They  were  not  considered  to  be  coins  of  the  realm 
and  did  not  contain  their  intrinsic  value  of  metal,  this  latter  fact  leading  to  an  enormous 
problem  of  counterfeiting  which  was  not  resolved  until  the  issue  of  the  tokens  was 
discontinued  in  1644.  Since  these  coins  were  farthing  tokens  they  will  not  be  further  described 
here,  but  there  was  one  important  lesson  learnt  from  their  issue,  and  this  concerns  the 
problem  of  counterfeiting,  and  is  found  in  the  recommendations  of  the  Sheriff  and  Council  on 
10  September  1644,  namely  that  if  the  tokens  were  called  in  then  new  farthings,  intrinsically 
worth  a  farthing ,  should  be  coined  at  the  Tower.50 

Despite  the  issue  of  the  farthing  tokens,  hopes  that  it  might  prove  possible  to  make  some 
kind  of  reasonably  sized  silver  halfpenny  were  apparently  not  quite  dead  because  during  the 
reign  of  Charles  I  two  silver  pattern  halfpennies  were  struck.  The  first  appears  to  be  silver 
plating  on  a  base  metal  core,  and  may  well  have  been  intended  as  a  pattern  for  a  currency 
issue  of  a  halfpenny  made  in  this  way.  The  coin  would  thus  have  contained  its  intrinsic  value 
of  silver  as  well  as  appearing  to  be  silver,  whilst  at  the  same  time  being  a  reasonable  size  for 
handling.  The  obverse  bears  the  bust  of  the  King  and  the  legend:  CAROLVS  •  D  :  G  •  MAG 
•  BRIT  •  and  the  reverse  has  yd  between  C  and  R  and  the  legend:  FRAN  •  ET  •  HIBX  • 
REX.  There  is  a  small  B  under  the  shoulder  of  the  bust  on  the  obverse,  indicating  that  this 
piece  was  by  Briot. 

The  second  pattern  seems  to  be  in  base  silver  and  may  represent  another  attempt  at  the 
idea  embodied  in  the  Wickliffe  and  Humphrey  proposal,  i.e.  the  use  of  base  silver  to  make  the 
coin  intrinsically  worth  its  nominal  value,  but  of  a  reasonable  size.  The  obverse  has  a 
crowned  rose  between  C  and  R  and  the  legend:  CAROLVS  REX  and  the  reverse  has  the 
same  design  but  the  legend  reads  A  HALF  PENT 
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THE  INTRODUCTION  OF  EUROPEAN  STYLE  COINS  IN

As  stated  previously  Ang  Duong's  coins  were  struck  from  three  sets  of  dies.  The  account  of 
his  'mint'  by  Captain  Whistler  gives  a  clear  indication  of  why  more  than  one  set  of  dies  are 
known.  The  first  set  were  obviously  supplied  with  the  machinery  by  Ingram  of  Birmingham. 
One  of  the  others  is  the  replacement  set  ordered  by  Ang  Duong  through  Whistler’s  brother 
and  his  employer  Jose  Almeida  and  Sons.  The  purpose  of  the  third  set  is  unclear. 

Which  of  the  three  sets  is  which?  The  identity  of  the  dies  supplied  by  Ingram  is  reasonably 
clear.  The  products  of  one  set  of  dies  are  relatively  common.  Four  bat,  1  bat,  1  sling  and  1  pe 
pieces  struck  from  this  set  are  known  of  which  the  1  bat  coins  are  the  commonest  coins  in  the 
series.  They  are  identifiable  as  Ingram’s  dies  because  of  their  inadequacies.  The  dies  for  the 
sling  had  started  to  break  at  the  edges  (at  1  and  7  o’clock  on  the  obverse  and  6  o'clock  on  the 
reverse).  These  must  be  the  dies  referred  to  by  Ang  Duong  as  broken.  The  4  and  1  bat  dies 
were  too  broad  and  too  deeply  cut  for  the  coins  they  were  supposed  to  strike.  On  all 
specimens  there  was  insufficient  metal  to  fill  the  reverse  die,  leaving  a  blank  space  on  the  coin 
in  the  shape  of  the  deeply  engraved  type  on  the  obverse  die.  Properly  made  blanks  could  have 
helped  eliminate  this  defect  but,  as  is  reported,  the  blanks  had  to  be  hand  made  by  untrained 
artisans.  The  obvious  baseness  of  the  1  bat  pieces  also  indicates  that  they  were  the  coins  Ang 
Duong  intended  minting  when  he  discussed  the  matter  with  Bouillevaux.  Traces  of  rusted 
holes  on  the  1  bat  dies  are  also  evidence  of  their  lying  idle  during  the  year  between  their 
arrival  and  first  use. 

The  second  set  of  dies  used  for  the  coinage  were  those  ordered  in  1854  by  Ang  Duong 
through  Captain  Whistler's  brother  and  his  employer  Almeida.  This  set  of  dies  can  be 
identified  because  at  least  one  pair  of  them,  the  dies  for  the  1  bat,  were  put  into  use.  These 
dies  are  now  known  to  have  also  originated  in  Birmingham,  but  were  not  apparently  made  by 
Ingram.  Paper  impressions  from  this  set  of  dies  survive  in  the  archives  of  The  Mint  (Birm¬ 
ingham)  Ltd.14  In  1855,  the  earliest  date  the  order  could  have  reached  England,  the  Birm¬ 
ingham  Mint  was  run  by  a  family  business,  Ralph  Heaton  and  Sons.  Heaton  were  very  active 
makers  of  coins  and  dies  for  foreign  customers.  They  were  responsible  for  supplying  coinage 
dies  and  machinery  to  King  Mongkut  of  Thailand  in  1860,  and  to  King  Mindon  of  Burma  in 
1865.  Paper  impressions  from  Mongkut's  coinage  dies  are  also  in  The  Mint  (Birmingham) 
Ltd’s  archive  along  with  many  others  from  the  dies  supplied  by  them  to  many  other  nations 
and  token  issuers  in  the  nineteenth  century.  If  time  was  allowed  for  the  transmission  of  the 
order  and  samples  to  Birmingham  and  the  return  of  the  dies  to  Cambodia  they  could  not  have 
been  put  into  production  in  Cambodia  until  mid- 1855  at  the  earliest. 
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It  can  be  supposed  that  Heaton  was  asked  to  produce  the  new  dies  instead  of  Ingram 
because  of  the  later's  inadequacies.  The  sizes  of  the  dies  are  presumably  reduced  to  avoid  the 
cracking  and  unfilled  dies  made  by  Ingram. 

The  remaining  set  of  dies  were  not  used  for  the  striking  of  coins  for  issue.  It  is  unlikely,  in 
view  of  this,  that  they  ever  reached  Cambodia.  Their  origin  is  obscure  and  they  are  only 
known  from  white  metal  proofs  struck  from  them.  The  set  of  proofs  from  these  dies  in  the 
American  Numismatic  Society  collection  are  labelled  ‘made  in  Germany’,  but  the  origin  of 
this  statement  is  not  indicated.  The  acquisition  registration  (in  1906)  of  the  British  Museum's 
specimen  of  the  4  bat  from  these  dies  says  ‘Pattern  Paris’,  but  again  without  indication  of 
source.  Paris  is  the  more  likely  of  the  two  because  of  the  political  interests  of  France  in  South 
East  Asia  at  the  time.  The  Paris  Mint  was  also  making  tin  patterns  at  this  date.  There  are 
nevertheless  few  grounds  for  accepting  either  attribution. 

The  relationship  between  the  third  unidentifiable  set  of  dies  with  those  made  by  Ingram  and 
by  Heaton  is  the  only  indication  of  when  they  were  made.  As  has  been  shown  above  the 
Ingram  dies  were  made  1851/2  and  the  Heaton  dies  were  made  in  1854/5.  The  Heaton  dies 
were  based  upon  designs  sent  by  the  king  of  Cambodia  via  his  agents.  The  drawing  of  the 
types,  but  not  the  basic  designs,  were  changed,  and  the  inscriptions  seemed  to  have  been 
based  on  different  models.  The  third  set  of  dies  contains  features  of  both.  For  example,  the 
sizes  of  the  third  set  of  dies  is  the  same  as  those  of  the  Heaton  dies  and  so  is  the  inscriptional 
style  but  it  also  contains  elements  from  the  hand  on  Ingram’s  dies.  The  arrangement  of  the 
inscription  of  the  4  bat  is  copied  from  the  Heaton  die.  The  third  series  dies  of  the  1  pe  have 
the  pictorial  elements  of  the  designs  very  closely  modelled  on  the  Ingram  dies  (notice  in 
particular  the  base  of  the  wreath  and  the  eaves  of  the  temple).  The  1  pe  of  the  third  set  of  dies 
is  also  denominated  differently  from  both  the  Ingram  and  Heaton  pieces,  i.e.  as  1/ 100th 
rather  than  l/50th  of  a  sling. 

The  third  set  of  dies  therefore  seems  to  be  based  on  both  the  Ingrams  and  Heaton  dies.  A 
plausible  explanation  for  their  existence  and  for  their  confused  relationship  with  the  other  sets 
of  dies  could  be  that  they  were  engraved  from  a  separate  set  of  designs  provided  by  Ang 
Duong.  The  change  in  denomination  of  the  bronze  coin  suggests  a  date  later  than  the  order¬ 
ing  of  the  dies  from  Heaton.  I  would  suggest  that  Ang  Duong  for  some  reason,  possibly 
impatience,  placed  a  further  commission  with  someone  else  other  than  Almeida  and  Sons  to 
procure  fresh  dies  for  him.  If  Almeida  and  Sons  took  longer  than  Ang  Duong  had  expected  to 
send  him  his  fresh  set  of  dies  he  could  easily  have  asked  one  of  the  French  missionaries 
working  from  nearby  Pinhalu  to  order  some  more  dies  for  him.  M.  Bouillevaux’s  return  to 
Europe  about  six  months  after  Whistler  and  his  brother  had  left  could  possibly  have  provided 
him  with  the  opportunity.  The  difference  and  similarities  of  the  third  set  of  dies  would  be 
explainable  if  Ang  Duong  had  supplied  this  second  agent  with  a  new  set  of  models  upon 
which  new  dies  should  be  based.  If  these  were  not  identical  to  the  models  sent  to  Birmingham 
they  would  necessarily  reflect  features  from  them  and  from  the  original  dies.  If  the  agent  was 
a  French  missionary  then  Paris  would  be  the  most  feasible  source  for  the  dies. 

M.  Bouillevaux  has  also  provided  concrete  evidence  that  Ang  Duong  struck  these  coins  for 
use  as  money.  It  has  been  suggested  that  these  pieces  are  medals,15  but  there  is  no  evidence  to 
suggest  that  Ang  Duong  intended  them  for  anything  other  than  coinage.  The  denominations 
expressed  or  implied  all  indicate  monetary  use  and  Bouillevaux  in  his  account  published  in 
1858  stated  that  the  coins  were  being  used  by  the  Cambodians,  although  foreign  traders  did 
not  like  them.  On  his  second  visit  to  South  East  Asia  c.  1867  Bouillevaux  found  Ang  Doung’s 
coins  still  in  circulation.16  ‘Other  coins  are  met  with  but  they  are  less  in  use,  they  will  probably 
not  be  long  in  disappearing.  They  are  “piastres”  struck  by  the  father  of  the  present  king  (i.e. 
Ang  Duong)  valued  at  4  strings  (of  600  Annamese  cash  each  and  j  of  a  Mexican  dollar). 
There  also  exist  other  smaller  silver  coins  worth  about  1  string  or  less’.  He  was  referring  to 
the  1  bat  and  1  sling  coins  issued  by  Ang  Duong.  Further  evidence  of  their  monetary  use  is 
provided  by  the  countermarking  by  Chinese  traders  of  at  least  two  of  the  surviving  1  bat 
pieces  struck  from  the  Heaton  dies. 
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Apart  from  the  European  style  coins  made  for  Ang  Duong,  there  exist  a  set  of  coins  made 
by  native  techniques  which  have  been  attributed  to  his  reign.17  Like  native  issues  they  are 
struck  with  only  one  die.  They  are  all  struck  with  a  single  type,  the  hamsa ,  and  are  inscribed 
with  a  date,  part  of  the  inscription  used  on  the  European  style  coins.  There  is  no  way  of  deter¬ 
mining  when  during  Ang  Duong’s  reign  they  were  made.  It  is  possible  that  they  predate  the 
first  striking  of  European  style  coins.  They  were  struck  to  two  weights  c.  4.0  and  c.  2.0  gms. 
These  have  been  denominated  as  a  ‘ pe'  and  a  { pe  or  at.lH  It  is,  however,  possible  that  they  are 
both  pe  struck  to  different  standards:  the  4.0  gr.  pe  being  the  standard  for  the  Ingram  and 
Heaton  dies  =  1  /50th  sling,  the  2.0  gr  pe  being  the  standard  for  the  third  series  dies  = 
1/1 00th  sling.  If  this  is  the  reason  for  the  two  weight  standards  a  chronological  separation 
between  the  two  denominations  could  also  be  suggested:  the  1  /50th  sling  before  1854  and  the 
1/  100th  sling  after.

DR  COLIN  KRAAY 

It  is  with  great  regret  that  we  print  the  following  extract  from  the  obituary  of  Dr  C.  M.  Kraay  that 
appeared  in  The  Times ,  28  January,  1982. 

Dr  Colin  Kraay  FSA,  FBA,  who  died  yesterday  at  the  age  of  63,  was  one  of  that  number  of  classical 
numismatists  who,  based  upon  a  sound  knowledge  of  Greek  and  Roman  history,  were  nurtured  and 
trained  by  teaching  and  experience  in  the  Heberden  Coin  Room  at  the  Ashmolean  Museum  in  recent 
decades.  . . .  Born  on  March  23,  1918,  the  son  of  C.  A.  Kraay  and  the  grandson  on  his  mother’s  side  of 
Sir  Bertram  MacKennal  Kraay,  designer  of  the  effigy  for  the  coinage  of  King  George  V,  Colin 
MacKennal  Kraay  was  educated  at  Lancing  College  and  Magdalen  College,  Oxford. . . . 

From  an  early  age  he  had  shown  deep  interest  in  archaeology  (especially  Egyptology)  and  in 
numismatics;  and  after  his  final  schools  in  1947  he  made  close  contact  with  the  Ashmolean  Coin  Room 
as  a  base  for  his  D  Phil  thesis  on  the  bronze  coinage  of  Galba.  ...  In  the  same  period  he  won  the 
Barclay  Head  Prize  for  Ancient  Numismatics  (1948)  and  the  Conington  Prize  (1951)  and  soon  . . .  was 
also  acting  as  lecturer  in  Ancient  History  at  Wadham  and  Keble  Colleges.  In  1952  he  was  finally 
established  as  Assistant  Keeper  in  the  Ashmolean  Coin  Room,  becoming  Senior  Assistant  Keeper  in 
1962  and  Keeper  in  1975;  with  the  retirement  of  E.S.G.  (later  Sir  Edward)  Robinson  from  the 
Readership  in  Greek  Numismatics,  Kraay  succeeded  in  1959  as  University  Lecturer.  . . .  There  now 
followed  an  increasing  stream  of  articles  on  Greek  coinage  in  learned  journals  mainly  on  problems  of 
the  6th  and  5th  Centuries  B.C.,  and  with  emphasis  at  first,  on  Athens  and  south  Italy.  Nor  did  he  yet 
abandon  his  first  love,  Roman  coinage,  on  which  he  contributed  work  of  primary  importance. 

Kraay  was,  by  nature,  energetic,  cheerful,  sympathetic  and  sociable;  and  he  had  become  a  clear¬ 
sighted  administrator,  with  qualities  recognised  by  the  constructive  part  he  played  after  his  election  in 
1965  as  Fellow  of  the  newly  founded  Wolfson  College,  which  became  the  focus  of  his  genial  hospitality 
and  of  which  he  was  to  serve  as  Vice  gerent  in  1971-3.  The  same  qualities  led  to  his  election  as 
President  of  the  Royal  Numismatic  Society  (1970-4)  and  of  the  Centro  Internazionale  di  Studi 
Numismatici  at  Naples  (1974-9). 

His  purely  academic  distinction,  made  clear  beyond  doubt  by  the  comprehensive  sweep  and  judicious 
treatment  of  his  Archaic  and  Classical  Greek  Coins  (1976),  which  reflected  some  twenty  years  of  deep 
thought  and  constructive  research,  was  acknowledged  by  his  election  in  1978  as  Fellow  of  the  British 
Academy.  His  output  in  later  years  included  much  else.  He  contributed  substantially  to  the  Sylloge 
Nummorum  Graecorum ,  writing  a  series  of  Ashmolean  fascicules  single-handed;  he  was  a  major 
collaborator  in  the  important  Inventory  of  Greek  Coin  Hoards  (1973);  and  he  wrote  very  many  of  the 
contributions  to  the  Italian  fascicule  of  the  revised  Historia  Numorum  planned  and  begun  by  Robinson, 
and  now  nearly  complete. ...  He  was  recently  awarded  the  medal  of  the  American  Numismatic  Society, 
of  which  he  was  a  Corresponding  Fellow. .  . .

Coins  date  back  2,000  years:  Coins  possibly  worth  thousands  of  pounds  and  dating  back  nearly  2,000 
years  have  been  found  by  a  part-time  archaeologist  at  Chatteris.  The  32  coins,  dating  from  the  Iceni 
period,  were  found  by  45-year-old  Mr  Albert  Teather,  of  5  Treeway,  Chatteris,  a  member  of  the  town 
museum  society.  “I  found  them  over  the  past  two  months  on  a  site  just  outside  Chatteris  working  in  my 
spare  time,”  said  Mr  Teather  who  works  as  a  painter  and  decorator.  Most  of  the  coins  are  either  silver 
or  base  silver,  but  one  is  made  of  gold.  They  have  all  been  turned  over  to  the  district  coroner  to  decide  if 
they  constitute  treasure  trove.  If  they  are  then  they  belong  to  the  Crown. 

The  find  has  excited  Mr  Douglas  Stone,  curator  of  Chatteris  Museum,  because  the  coins  prove  the 
existence  of  an  Icenic  settlement  at  Chatteris  between  20  BC  and  the  Roman  invasion  of  Britain  in  AD 
43.  In  fact  the  site,  which  is  being  kept  secret  to  prevent  pilfering,  has  been  found  to  contain  relics 
stretching  back  as  far  as  3,000  years  before  the  birth  of  Christ.  All  the  remains  show  that  there  has  been 
some  form  of  settlement  at  Chatteris  for  nearly  5,000  years.  Items  from  the  Stone  Age,  Iron  Age, 
Bronze  Age,  the  Iceni  period,  and  the  Roman  occupation  have  been  found.  “This  find  could  prove  to  be 
bigger  than  the  one  at  Stonea,”  said  Mr  Stone,  who  pointed  out  that  numerous  Roman  coins  had  been 
found.  At  this  stage  it  is  very  difficult  to  evaluate  what  the  coins  could  be  worth.  Mr  Stone  said  he  would 
not  like  to  say,  and  an  expert  at  the  British  Museum  said  they  could  be  worth  thousands  but  they  would 
have  to  be  thoroughly  examined  first.

Rich  harvest:  Unemployed  electrician  Tony  Frost,  25,  told  a  treasure  trove  inquest  at  Thetford, 
Norfolk,  yesterday  how  he  found  37  silver  Saxon  coins  in  a  ploughed  field.  Mr  Frost,  of  East  Harling, 
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uncovered  the  coins  -  which  could  be  worth  more  than  £70,000  -  at  nearby  Middle  Harling.  He  plans 
to  share  his  reward  with  farmer  Cyril  Barker  who  owns  the  field.

£5m  expected  for  sale  of  coin  collection:  Thousands  of  coins  from  the  holding  of  one  of  the  leading 
collectors  in  America,  which  have  been  stored  away  for  years  in  bank  vaults,  are  to  be  sold  by 
Sotheby’s  in  major  auctions  in  London,  Switzerland  and  New  York.  They  are  expected  to  fetch  more 
than  £5  million  and  are  being  offered  for  sale  by  the  estate  of  Jane  Brand  Allen,  a  niece  of  Virgil  M. 
Brand,  who  formed  the  renowned  collection  over  50  years.  The  first  of  the  sales  of  the  coins,  which  have 
remained  untouched  and  unviewed  for  some  40  years,  will  be  in  Zurich  in  July. 

Businessman  and  collector,  Virgil  Brand  worked  as  a  young  man  in  the  capacity  of  brewery 
bookkeeper  for  his  German-born  father.  He  subsequently  formed  his  own  brewery  in  Chicago  in  the  late 
1880s  and  kept  his  collection,  along  with  his  stamps  and  books,  in  a  modest  seven-room  apartment 
above  the  brewery.  A  man  who  applied  meticulous  record-keeping  skills  to  collecting,  he  entered  all 
purchases  in  a  personal  coin  journal.  The  coins  were  wrapped  in  tissue,  placed  in  individual  serial 
number  marked  envelopes  within  tightly  packed  cigar  boxes,  which  in  turn  were  placed  in  leather 
satchels.  At  one  time  his  coins  constituted  the  largest  private  collection  of  its  kind  in  the  world,  second 
only,  it  was  said,  to  the  holding  of  the  British  Museum. 

Among  the  coins  is  a  rare  Roman  gold  medallion  of  Galerius  (about  300  AD),  an  English  pattern 
Crown  of  Charles  II  struck  in  gold  (1662)  and  important  American  items  including  early  five  dollar 
pieces,  a  George  Washington  engraved  Indian  Peace  Medal  (1793)  and  one  of  the  earliest  territorial 
gold  coins  struck  during  the  Californian  gold  rush.  The  Daily  Telegraph,  19  January 

BOOK  REVIEWS 

Coin  Hoards  from  Roman  Britain:  Vol.  2 ,  edited  by  A.  M.  Burnett.  British  Museum  Occasional  Paper 
No.  31.  121  pp.,  3  pis  plus  illus.  in  text.  (Obtainable  only  direct  from  the  British  Museum,  London 
WC  IB  3DG,  price  £6  post  free) 

This  is  the  second  of  what  promises  to  be  a  most  valuable  series  for  the  numismatist.  Full  reports  of 
fourteen  hoards  dating  from  the  third  and  fourth  centuries  A.D.  are  given  (eight  of  the  former  and  six  of 
the  latter).  Their  content  includes  gold,  silver  and  billon  coins  and  most  were  the  focus  of  a  coroner’s 
inquest  on  Treasure  Trove  -  hence  the  majority  of  the  reports  are  contributed  by  members  of  the  B.M. 
Coin  Room  staff,  not  least  by  the  editor  himself. 

The  physical  content  of  the  hoards  varies  considerably  from  the  two  gold  solidi  of  Magnus  Maximus 
and  Theodosius  respectively  from  Aylesbury  to  the  3,496  antoniniani  from  Maltby.  One  hoard  strictly 
outside  the  bounds  of  Roman  Britain  published  here  is  of  317  early  fourth  century  folles  from 
Quennevais,  Jersey.  The  basic  style  for  the  publication  of  each  hoard  is  to  give  the  background  of  the 
find,  details  of  the  circumstance  of  discovery  where  known  and  of  any  container  if  one  appeared  to  be 
present,  followed  by  any  requisite  commentary.  The  coins  are  then  given  in  summary  before  being 
tabulated  in  detail  under  mint,  emperor,  reverse  type  and  with  appropriate  references.  Since  the  period 
of  the  hoards  covered  is  the  third  and  fourth  centuries  there  are,  in  several  of  the  groups,  a  number  of 
imitation  pieces  which  are  rather  interesting  when  seen  hoarded  together  with  good  coins.  The  three 
plates  consist  of  imitations,  shown  at  twice  actual  size,  from  the  Bicester  hoard  of  440  fourth  century 
pieces.  They  represent  8%  of  the  total  content  (i.e.  36  coins). 

There  is  a  lot  of  useful  information  to  be  garnered  from  this  volume  given  detailed  study  of  the  data 
presented.  The  continued  publication  of  such  material  in  this  manner  will  be  welcomed  by  all  serious 
students  of  Romano-British  numismatics.  P.A.C. 

Viking-Age  Coinage  in  the  Northern  Lands:  The  Sixth  Oxford  Symposium  on  Coinage  and  Monetary 
History,  Eds.  M.  A.  S.  Blackburn  and  D.  M.  Metcalf,  British  Archaeological  Reports,  International 
Series  1 22,  Oxford,  1 98 1  (we  can  supply  at  £22,  plus  £2  post  and  packing). 

At  first  sight  this  may  seem  a  daunting  book,  and  not  only  because  of  the  sheer  volume  -  two  weighty 
fascicules  with  568  pages,  many  of  them  tables  and  indexes  crammed  with  foreign  place-names,  few 
without  the  names  of  continental  scholars  unfamiliar  in  English  parlours.  In  point  of  fact  -  and  of  price 

it  is  not  a  daunting  book,  and  your  reviewer  hastens  to  add  that  he  does  not  feel  disqualified  from 
noticing  it  by  his  own  contribution,  a  survey  of  what  was  actually  said,  provided  that  he  does  not  advert 
to  it  further.  In  these  days  £22  would  be  cheap  for  half  as  much,  and  if  the  papers  are  read  in  the  right 
order  the  rest  fall  very  rapidly  into  perspective.  The  first  unquestionably  should  be  Dr  Lieber’s.  Lucid 
and  yet  intensely  scholarly  it  sets  the  stage  quite  admirably,  and  in  particular  puts  the  Viking  coinages 
into  wider  context  of  the  mainstream  of  European  history,  the  so-called  Pirenne  controversy  and  all. 
Next  to  be  read,  perhaps,  should  be  the  second  of  Mr  Blackburn's  of  the  same  ilk  but  a  narrower  theme. 
By  then  the  reader  will  have  realised  that  in  the  future  attempts  to  criticise  work  by  the  protagonists  that 
do  not  reveal  familiarity  with  the  relevant  content  will  be  dismissed  as  irresponsible  if  not  derided.  More 
importantly  he  will  wish  to  read  further  and  be  equipped  to  do  so.  Dr  Lieber's  contribution  has  already 
been  noted,  but  of  the  ‘new’  material  now  appearing  in  print  it  must  be  said  that  the  quality  is  uneven, 
and  that  brevity  is  not  always  the  soul  of  wit  in  its  old  sense  of  scholarship.  Dr  Bendixen's  paper  on  the 
Danish  currency  is  first-class  for  the  eighth  and  ninth  centuries,  but  then  seems  to  your  reviewer  to  tail 
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away  into  nostalgia.  Fascinating  is  Mr  Talvio’s  explanation  of  how  two  Mercian  coins  acquired  a 
Russian  provenance,  while  Professor  Maimer  has  put  us  further  into  her  debt  by  supplying  an  English 
translation  of  her  recent  NNUM  ruminations  on  the  imitative  pieces  in  the  Igelosa  churchyard  hoard.  In 
the  same  way  high  praise  must  be  given  to  Mr  Lyon’s  appendix  to  Mr  Blackburn’s  paper  (with  Dr 
Metcalf)  ‘Five  Finger  Exercises  on  the  List  hoard’,  itself  it  goes  without  saying  of  the  real  quality 
suggested  by  the  names  of  the  authors,  and  on  his  note  on  the  metrology  of  the  Long  Cross  coins  of 
Lincoln.  To  your  reviewer  it  seems  that  they  are  pervaded  by  that  hallmark  of  true  scholarship,  the 
humility  of  the  self-critic  seeking  always  to  ‘re-think’  his  own  work.  All  in  all,  then,  this  is  a  book  which 
every  student  of  the  Anglo-Saxon  and  Anglo-Norman  -  not  just  the  Viking  -  coinages  will  need  to  have 
on  his  own  shelves,  and  which  many  others  will  want  to  acquire.  In  these  days  there  does  seem  to  be  a 
heartening  increase  in  the  number  of  individuals  anxious  to  have  libraries  as  representative  as  possible  of 
the  standard  works  on  the  British,  Irish  and  Viking  series.  Michael  Dolley 

Axum  by  Y.  M.  Kobishchanov.  Translated  from  the  Russian  by  L.  T.  Kapitanoff  and  edited  by  J.  W. 
Michels.  Pennsylvania  State  University  Press,  University  Park  and  London,  1979.  xii  +  348  pages, 
illustrated  with  maps  and  line  drawings.  £1 1.40. 

The  Axumite  kingdom  of  Ethiopia  flourished  from  the  second  to  the  ninth  century  A.D.  and  at  the 
height  of  its  power  ruled  an  empire  extending  into  Sudan,  Somalia  and  South  Arabia.  Its  coinage  in 
gold,  silver  and  copper  was  at  first  inscribed  in  Greek  and  later  in  the  local  Ge’ez  language.  A  feature  of 
particular  interest  is  the  use  of  gold  inlay  on  some  of  the  silver  and  copper. 

There  is  relatively  little  for  the  collector  to  read  about  this  scarce  coinage  and  the  civilisation  which 
produced  it.  The  main  numismatic  studies  are  by  Anzani  *’2,3  in  Italian  and  include  a  corpus  of  the 
specimens  known  to  him.  There  is  also  a  simpler  type  catalogue  in  Italian  by  Vaccaro.4  In  1960  Seaby’s 
offered  a  collection  of  191  Axumite  coins  for  sale  with  a  useful  introductory  article  and  detailed  descrip¬ 
tions  of  the  coins.5  Dr  Munro-Hay’s  Ph.D.  thesis  on  the  coinage  of  Axum  is  being  prepared  for  publica¬ 
tion.  Kobishchanov’s  book  provides  the  background.  It  relates  the  political  history’ from  the  rise  of 
Axum,  through  the  conquests  of  its  great  kings  Ezana  and  Kaleb,  to  its  subsequent  decline.  But  it  also 
covers  agriculture,  handicrafts,  architecture,  trade,  money,  the  king,  the  army,  religion  and  much  more 
and  draws  on  the  evidence  the  coins  provide.  An  appendix  surveys  the  documentary  sources  and  there 
is  an  extensive  bibliography.  Michels  has  added  an  essay  on  the  archaeology.  Unfortunately  line  draw¬ 
ings  rather  than  photographs  have  been  used  to  illustrate  the  monuments  which  survive. 

The  historical  and  numismatic  evidence  is  fragmentary  and  tantalising.  There  are  coins  for  otherwise 
unknown  kings  and  no  coins  for  documented  kings.  Not  surprisingly,  scholars  disagree  on  the 
chronology,  even  on  how  many  kings  have  the  same  name,  and  not  all  will  agree  with  Kobishchanov’s 
interpretations.  This  is  not  an  easy  book  to  read,  but  it  is  a  rewarding  one  and  gives  a  rounded  view  of 
the  history  and  culture  of  an  almost-forgotten  civilisation.  Vincent  West
